It is well known, too, that in most parts 
of the country rural life itself has better 
opportunities than it used to have, better 
education for the children, less loneliness, 
more social life and co-operative effort, 
easier access to town, more all-round fa ­ 
cilities for living.

THE AVERAGE person likes to 
think of himself as intelligent and 
quite able to take care of himself 
by his wisdom and wits. 
To sug­ 
gest to him that many of his acts 
are illogical and carry potentialities 
for harm to himself would arouse 
his resentment or interest, depend­ 
ing upon his sense of fairness. 
In dealing with the problems of 
health, this lack of logic oftentimes 
takes curious turns. 
For example, 
most people 
would admit quite 
readily their complete inability to 
build a bridge across the Mississippi 
river because they have had no 
training in engineering; again they 
will agree that they could not fly 
an airplane because of lack of 
training in aeronautics. 
The same 
individual, however, quite blandly 
assumes complete ability to diag­ 
nose a pain in the abdomen, and 
proceeds with a clear conscience 
and an air of complete confidence 
to prescribe a cure. 
It is characteristic of most peo­ 
ple to pride themselves upon their 
ability to act in the capacity of a 
doctor or a lawyer, yet readily ad-

mit their complete ignorance of en­ 
gineering or aeronautics. 
We may well ask wily this illog­ 
ical situation exists. 
The answer 
probably lies in the fact that en­ 
gineering and aeronautics are man­ 
made sciences and deal entirely in 
facts and figures, reason and logic, 
and it is no reflection upon the in­ 
telligence to admit ignorance of a 
purely technical matter. 
On the 
other hand, medicine is not an ex­ 
act science; so much is not proved; 


j so many forms of treatm ent an 
I based upon theory rather than fact 
1 In the not distant past it was 
wrapped in deepest mystery and 
has gradually evolved through a 
combination of observation, folk 
lorp and scientific investigation. 
Folklore Responsible 
The folklore element is largely 
responsible for the present day 
“hangover” of the confident belief 
on the part of laymen of an ability 
to diagnose and prescribe for many 
of the ailments of the body. 
It is 
a matter of family pride to know 
certain "sure cures ’ for many dis­ 
eases. and to take issue with these 
beliefs is a distinct reflection upon 
the family Intelligence. 
Furthermore, the so-called scien­ 
tific fodder constantly broadcast 
over the radio and in the public 
print 
relative 
to 
miraculous oi 
“newly discovered” remedies, In­ 
fluences a great many people to a 
belief that diagnosis and treatment 
of human ills is a simple cut and 
dried affair; that for every disease 
there is a cure; that if the doctor ii 
unable to relieve the patient, doubt­ 
less there is someone else who can. 
It is a human trait to want tc 
be helpful in sickness and distress 
To build a bridge is distinctly the 
“other fellow's business”, but sick­ 
ness and distress bring out all the 
latent charity in everyone except 
the most depraved. 
It is a good 
trait and should be encouraged be­ 
cause it is a great solace to the 
patient.

Model Husband Murders 
Wife s Lover in Chicago 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2.3—(U P)—A coroner’s jury convenes today to 
hear the story of Rudolph Sikora, 31, a model husband, who killed 
the man his wife loved, 
His story was one of unrequited love and jealousy—a jealousy so 
strong he waited on a street corner for five hours yesterday until he 
saw his rival, Edward Solomon, 35, an accountant, then pumped five 
bullets from a target pistol into Solomon’s body. 
A dozen passers-by 
saw’ Solomon slump to the sidewalk. 
A score stood by w’hile Sikora 
^carefully placed the pistol on a 
newspaper near the body, lit 
a 
cigaret and awaited for police. 
He told Assistant S tate’s A ttor­ 
ney Leslie Curtis he had no re­ 
grets. no tears to shed, 
He said 
he had done it for his wife, Mar­ 
garet, 22 an attractive brunette, 
to whom he had been m arried for 
three years. 
“I had to 
save 
her soul,” he 
said. 
“There was only one thing 
to do. 
I did it.” 
Mrs. Sikora had tears only for 
the man her husband had slain. 
‘‘Rudy was a perfect husband,” 
she sobbed, “but I loved Eddie. 
I 
had planned to obtain a divorce 
and m arry him. 
Poor Eddie. 
I 
loved him more than anything else 
in the world. 
“Read Me Poems” 
“Rudy never had other women 
and always gave me his paycheck, 
but I didn’t love him. 
He gave 
me his devotion but Eddie gave 
me romance and love, 
He used to 
read me poems.” 
Si kora’s 
mother-in-law, 
Mrs. 
E l i z a b e t h 
Boehme, 
blamed 
her daughter for the tragedy. 
"Rudy was a good boy. a good 
husband,” she said. 
"He paid out 
one-third of his salary for a nice 
apartm ent, scrubbed the floors and 
washed dishes. 
He wouldn’t even 
let her get up to prepare break­ 
fast. 
She and that Eddie are to 
blame. 
Complete details of the tragedy 
remained to be told to the coro- 
nor’s jury. 
Mrs. Sikora and her 
m other were scheduled to testify 
after 
Sikora. 
However,

night, police were able to piece 
together the story of tangled lives. 
Sikora met his wife at a dance, 
Aug. 7, 1935. 
Six months later, 
they ware married, A few months 
ago she met Solomon at a cock­ 
tail lounge.

side by side with him in a LaSalle 
street bond house. 
“Eddie and I realized we Here 
perfect companions.” she told Cur­ 
tis. 
“He had a beautiful mind.
